The following communication from Mr, , 


Mann of Methuen, as promised a short time 
ago, in regard to better roads should be of 
interest to our citizens, who. ha — noted the

For many years our roads have" improved 
but little, although liberal apppriations have 
been made, and expended under the charge 
ofcareful-andable—men. 
therefore, that the old methods of building

and repairing our roads must be at fault.-4 


But we have known no other, save the very 
expensive Telford and block pavementa 
which are far too costly for small towns, 
until by the appearance of the article on the 
Bridgeport roads published in the Engineer- 
ing dnd Building Record of last December 
(and which you have recently re-printed) 
our attention was Called to the works of Mr. 
Pierce in building good roads at a moderate 
cost. I was so much interested by that 
article that I visited Bridgeport in January, 
and enjoyed a drive of 10 or fifteen miles 
with Mr, Pierce behind his fine driver over 
the best roads that I have yet-seen, and ob- 
tained. much valuable information nogerding 
them. . 


Well, ‘of course we had to talk about it 


after I came back, and we became very de- . 


sirous of knowing more, and trying to adapt 
the method of 4-inch construction (as Mr. 
Pierce has named it)-toour own roads. Our 
March meeting came along soon after, and a 
committee was appointed, consisting of Mr. 
D. W. Tenney, our Street Commissioner, 


‘Mr. Joseph S, Howe, our Town Clerk and 


Treasurer, who .is also a civil engineer, and 
myself, to thoroughly investigate ‘the whole 
matter, and report ata later meeting. Af- 


ter visiting Bridgeport in. March, just in- 


mud time, and studying their roads very 
closely we concluded that the 4-inch con- 
struction of the macadam road was the only 
thing within reach of our finances, and was 
really the best in many points, so we're- 
ported in favor of purchasing all the ma- 
chinery needed, and the town voted ‘the 
money required, about $5,500, to buy a steam 
roller,,stone- crusher, portabie.engine, and 
steam drill. Now it remains to be seen how 
well we can adapt Mr. Pierce’s method to 
our roads, using the same amount of money 
as with the old way, though we have an ap- 


“propriation of $2,500 extra, to be uséd on 


Broadway this season, and which will be 
the best opportunity for itesting the new 
style road that we shall have at first. We 
have plenty of blue ‘stone ledge-very con- 
venient, something I think would. be rather 
hard to‘find around Andover village. Hard 
cobble stones will co very well but soft ones. 
must be thrown out. © Trap-rock is best 
of all when it can be found. We have some 
soil, clayey or fall of springs, that will need 
to be. under-drained, something not found 
necessary in Bridgeport. 

It seems to me that this method is the 
only hope the farmers have for getting good 
roads to market, and I believe that within a 
few years the outskirts of the town will de- 
rive, perhaps, the greater benefit from its 
Some have doubted the ability of 
four inches of stone to stand in this climate, 


Which is rather more severe than’ in Bridge- 
port, but we found that.a piépe, of this road 
was put down in Salem, Mass., last year, 
And has stood the past yearin pe rfeet sh hape. 


‘Some have also thought that it would not 


stand .under the. heavy travel “of our maiu 
street, but the busiest streets of Bridgeport 
are of this kind, and are in good shape after 
five years use, and Bridgeport is a city of 
about 50,000 population and evidently very 
much busier as teedriving and teaming than 
our next neighbor. We all want good roads, 
both for business and pleasare, and the pro- 
fit and comfort to be obtained from them is 
far beyond computation... We hope that. 
we have started on the right -plan at last 
here in Methuen.

To the » Bitttor of the Townsman: 

Sir: My attention has been called to a 
statement in a recent issue of the TowNs- 
MAN to the effect that ‘no graduate of the 
Punchard Free School is known to have 
entered college without going to Phillips 
Academy, one or two years, or without 
some study after leaving the -Punchard 
before entering Gollege.’” _By-tyour cour- 
tesy I should like to state that I was grad- 


—vated-from—the—Puncharé-in-1865-and-en= 


tered college (Amherst) that same year 
without “conditions.” I: received my 
preparatory education from the Punchard, 
never studied in Phillips Academy, or in 
any other school, or with any tutor. And 
I was thoroughly prepared. Indeed I re- 
call the fact that I was asked, on my; col- 
lege entrance ¢xamination, how it was 
that I was so much better prepared in 
Greek and Latin than were a half-dozen 
other boys who came up to Amherst from 
Phillips Academy. T replied that I was 
prepared not at Phillips, but at the, Pun- 
chard, and was taught by Mr. William G, 
Goldsmith. This was received assa com- 
plete explanation. And so long as<my 
“fit”? lasted, which it did through a good 
part of freshman year, I stood high ina 
class of twenty. Afterwards, owing to 
natural stupidity and bad behavior, I fell 
back and joined the men who did duty as 
the rear-guard of the class, But Mr. 
Goldsmith’s thorough training was al- 


“ways a powerful influence upon my mind 


all through college; it is “a felt influence 
upen-it-to-day,—Of-all the teachers [have 
ever known—and I have had experience 
of. scores of them—Mr. Goldsmith was the 
best. His love of accuracy declared itself 
not simply in rules and insistence, but in 
himself. His scholarship? was clean and 
confident. \ His skill in stating the prin- 
ciples which govern language and in ob- 
serving proportion in acquiring knowledge 
was unsurpassed. 

My gratitude to him for his great’ ser- 
vices to me is undiminished after the lapse 
of more than a quarter of a century. And 
he could “lick”? any- boy in school! _One 
boy, I remember, he shook for a ‘par rticu- 
larly bad bit of deviltry till, under the 
glare of a noonday sun Ioothat is, the boy 
—-saw all the stars of heaven. There were 
giants in those days. x 

Not Jong ago [had occasion to preach 
in one of our great hospitals. A man of 
big frame, on a front bench, made himself 
conspicuous in the audience by paying 
some attention to the sermon. After ser- 
vice I spoke with him and found his atten- 
tion was owing to his love of what he was 
pleased to call my ‘‘Yankee accent.’’ 
‘¢You are a Yankee, are you?” “Yes!” 
he said, ‘*I was a Salem boy.’ ‘What ‘is 
the matter with you? You look like a 
strong man.”’ ‘*Yes! I was number ‘two’ 
in my beat in ’57, Harvard.”? ‘Then you 
know William G. Goldsmith’’, said. ‘‘Do 
you know Billy Goldsmith?» Give me your 
hand!’: And we talked. of Billy, Gold- 
smith until a keeper suggested something 
about turning off the gas. © That poor fel- 
low's hoart was warm fora month.

“So this is Andover, of which I have 
heard so much ,’’ said 1 to myself, as I 
village on- the top ofthe 
coach from Boston, and stopped. at the 
Mansion H[ouse. I was weary with trav- 
eling, forin those days to reach Andover 
from the Hudson River required nearly 
three whole days, and the greater part of 
iwo nights. 

After tea, I took a stroll along the 
street in [front of Dr. Woeds’s and Dr. 
Porter's; and back on the other side. I 
saw Bartlett Hall and the Chapel. and 
Phillips Hall, but did not extend my walk 
very far. 

The following ‘morning I called on Dr. 
Woods and delivered a letter of introduc- 
tion from my. pastor, and was very cor- 
dially received—the more so, I think, be- 
cause I. hailed. from the state of New 
York. 

The year 1831 was one remarkable for 
revivals. Among the converts were large 


numbers of young men; and ‘of these a 


large proportion turned their eyes towards 
the ministry... An unusual: number of stu; 
dents had+‘entered’ Andover Seminary.

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The rooms in, the seminary buildings were 
all full, and Dr. Woods very kindly rented 
me a room on the third floor of his house. 
On the same floor was Leonard Woods, 
Jr.; afterwards President of Bowdoin Col- 
lege, who was translating Knapp’s Theol- 
ogy. His chum-was Mr. Thompson— 
afterwards and now, professor in the Theo- 
logical Institute of Connecticut. In 
anothérroom was Mr. Alpheus Crosby, 
afterwards Professor of Greek in:\Dart- 
mouth College. He delighted 1o read the 
Greek and Latin Classics. With so much 
learning on the same floor, and with the 
aroma from Dr. Woods’s study, where he 
concocted those lectures which hive since 
been printed, it is not a little singular 
that the writer of this article did not lay 
even the foundation for eminence of some 
kind. ‘This clearly indicates that no man 
can receive knowledge without personal 
effort. 

At that time the seminary liad an able 
corps of instruetors.— President “Porter 
was in feeble health and unable to fill the 
chair, Dr. Skinner was elected to the 
chair of Sacred Rhetoric, and soon came 
to the place. rt 

_Dr. Woods, Professor Stuart; Professor 
‘Emerson, and Professor Robinson, fresh 
from the land of Gesenius with his Ger- 
man Wife, were then in their prime; Por- 
ter, Woods, Stuart, Emerson, and Skinner 
are all numbered with the dead. How 
marked the contrast was between Profes- 


sor Stuart-and Dr: Woods; allwell réméeim- 


ber who had the pleasiire of their acquain- 
tance. Mrs, Robbins _*emembers—her 
sainted father in hisown home. Others 
remember him in the lecture-room. I 
never can forget the enthusiasm with 
which he discharged his duties. Itseemed 
strange to me that he could find so much 
beauty in the Greek language, and that he 
could sometimes lecture for half an hour 
on the force of some particle, which in my. 
view was of little consequence; but he was 
learned, and I-was not. When the east 
wind did not: blow (and there were days 
even in Andover when _it--did— not), Pro- 
fessor Stuart took the most cheering views 
of life. He was not always proof against 
low spirits. Though he ‘‘sat in Moses’ 
seat,’’ there was no disposition to lord it 
over the consciences of those. who sat at 
his feet. 

Dr. Woods was more uniform. Whether 
gr not he had his ups and downs I do not 
know. His lectures were carefully writ- 
ten, and delivered at a rate so moderate 
that a hearer could take copious notes, and 
still not -hold the pen_of.a-ready..writer,.— 

Among the other notabilities of Ando- 
ver Hill in 1831, was Mrs. Porter, to 
whom allusion was made in a recent arti- 
cle by Mrs. Robbins. | She was eminently 


‘pious, and studied to,make herself useful. 


How well she succeeded in recommending 
religion to the young I will not say. To 
illustrate the spirit which animated her, I 
will relate an anecdote. One day a lady 
called on her, and was complaining of the 
vast amount of trouble she had with her 
servant girls. Some were lazy,and some 


were thievish, and some were both;.. and. 


she had frequently to discharge them. So 
much time was she obliged to devote—to 
domestic cares, that she had not the op- 
portunity to engage jas fully as she 
desired in those literary labors for which 
she had a strong inclination. After hear- 
ing her, Mrs. Porter said in her peculiar 
way: “I should think you would make ita 
subject of- prayer.”- Mrs. R. replied: 
“Poh! What does God care about my 
hired-girls?”’ 

All the-old—graduatées—of—Andover will 
remember Esquire Farrar, He was the 


Treasurer of Phillips Academy, especially” 


of the theological department. He was 
precise and, methodical, and a pattern of 
civility. He-atiended religious worship at 
the Chapel. 


Those who resided on the, Hill, not con-, 


nected in any way with the Seminary, 
generally attended church at the ‘Old 
South,’ then under the pastoral care of 
Rey. Milton Badger, afterwards Secretary 
of the American Home Missionary Sodiety. 
He was then in his prime. He did a vast 
amount of work not only his own, but in 
other parishes. _ He labored in revivals— 
and was successful in pleading the cause 
of the Master, -He has-lately. been- gath- 
ered to -his fathers, full of years, and 
highly honored . by’ the church of Christ. 

While the writer of this was at Andover, 
Dr. Lyman Beecher, then pastor of the 
Bowdoin Street. Church in Boston, was 
elected proféssor at Lane Seminary, Ohio. 


He came to Andover and there prepared 
his celebrated sermon on ‘‘Dependence 
and Free Agency,’’ for which he was 
afterwards charged with heresy by Dr. 
Wilson of’Cincinnati. At whose sugges- 
tion he prepared it at Andover, I know 
not; but that it had beeu a subject of pre- 
vious conversation is evident from what 
‘was said on the day previous to its deliv- 
ery at Andover. Dr. B. came into Dr. 
Woods’s study, and Dr. Woeds said “ Well, 
Brother Beecher, have-you- got your ser- 
mon done?”’ 

“Yes.” 

‘How do vou like it??’ 

“T tell you it is pretty slick.” 

The slickness was of a kind not at all 
agreeable to Dr. Wilson. 

Those Who heard Dr. Beecher preach 
when he was in full vigor, will remember 
that he was not generally much confined 
to his notes, and also that. when he had 


no occasion to refer to what he had —writ- 


ten, he always lifted his glasses from his 
eyes and let them rest on his forehead, 
while he poured out the truth with great 
power and eloquence. A young girl who 
had noticed his habit of lifting his glasses, 
took pains to count, and said he lifted 
them during the delivery of his discourse 
one hundred and fourteen times. 

In her reminiscences, Mrs. Robbins re- 
fers to the work-shop. I wonder if she 
ever took hold of the crank and helped 
turn-the big wheel which moved the-saw, 
If so, she will remember it was no-easy 
matter. If violent exercise promotes 
digestion, the stomachs of those who 
turned the wheel must have been in good 
shape. It reminded me of a friend by the 
name-of Little who was sawing wood. 1 
remarked you are taking exercise.”’ 

“Yes,” Paul says, ‘‘bodily exercise 
profiteth LirTLx.’’ How much profit there 
was in ‘the Andover work-shop I cannot 
say. I could not see that the amount of 
the board bills was diminished, perhaps 
for the reason thatwe had more iravetous 
appetites than we otherwise should have 
had. . 
One of the institutions at Andover in 
1831 and 1832 was the Commons, where 
the larger share of the students boarded. 
It was under the care of Mr. and Mrs. 
Emery. Ma’am Emery, as we all called 
her, was an excellent woman. She was 
kind to us beth in health and _ sickness. 
Her two sons, Joshua and Samuel Hop- 
kins—both ministers—have made their 
mark in the world. I knew them both, 
and remember them well: In_ the Com- 
mons the food was abundant and well 
cooked. No great variety tempted the 
appetites of those who needed coaxing to 
eat. 

We had veal it its season, and as calves 


were cheaper than cows, the season was 


generally prolonged to a great length. A 
brother sat next-me- who said he felt 
guilty every time he met a cow, because 
she looked at him so reproachfully as 
though he had about him something. that 
belonged to her. 

Once in-a while, i. e- six times a week, 
we had mackerel for breakfast. Whether 
the doctrine had then been .extensively 
promulged that a fish diet is the most 
brain-producing of any, I don’t know. I 
only know that, considering the number 
of mackerel consumed in that eating-room, 
it is strange that so few of us left. Ando- 
ver With 86° few brains in our sconces. 
Perhaps it was because our mackerel were 
always what are known as number two. 


Pies did not abound. Boiled rice did. 


-We-haditnow and then, and the nows]| 


and thens were in close proximity. “Then 
we had what-we boys called duff pudding. 
How it was prepared .I cannot say. For 
side dishes, and they were on all sides. of 
us, we had milk porridge, and milk with- 
out the porridge, and water porridge, and 
milk and cold water, . There was a plenty 
of mush, and no lack of molasses. 


Tea and coffee were not allowed. I had 
been accustomed to those drinks, and 
after leaving the Mansion House, and en- 
tering the Commons, I. found myself 
sleepy.. I could ‘not at first. resist the 
drowsiness which came over me. I found 
a few who,like myself, desired these hev- 
erages,’ Some called us (I° will not say 


what), and said we “sighed for the. flesh | 


pots of Egypt,’ because we wanted a cup 
of Old Government Java with our break- 
fast, and some Oolong tea at night. 


When mention was made of the flesh |. 


pots of Egypt, I looked up this part of 
the Jewish history. The Israelites mupy- 


+ 


mured Wecause they had no meat. ‘We 
remember,” they said, ‘“‘the fish which we 
did eat in Egypt freely; the cucumbers, 
and the melons and the leaks and_ onions 
and garlic.” Here is nothing about tea 
and coffee. The fish which the Israelites 
had, we had, though’ probably of a differ- 
ent species. Cucumbers and melons were 
not allowed, because the summer of 1832 
was cholera year. 


Is it strange that we desired tea and 


coffee? 

Ma’am Eméry was always willing to “aé- 
commodate her boarders, and said if we 
would buy tea, coffee and sugar, she 
would prepare our drinks for us. There 
was a side table in one corner of the hall 
where about a dozen of us took seats by 
ourselves, for fear of the Jews.’ 

We well knew that there ‘had been 
meeting after meeting, and a vast deal of 
discussion, and that some of the faculty 
were very anxious to preserve intact the 
porridge system. ,So we went to work 
quietly. We found that our expenses for 
board were increased about ten cents per 
week. It must be borne in mind that. we 
bore our share of the expense of'thé por- 
ridge, etc., of which we did not partake. 

A large portion of the students voted to 
adhere to porridge. Some did it because 
they felt it incumbent to practice what 
they ealled self-denial; some to save ex- 
pense; some to please Dr. Woods who 
was more strenuous . in-his opposition to 
tea and coffee than any. other member of 
the faculty. 

This experiment of about a dozeu of us, 
showed the majority in the Seminary that 
there was not “death in the pot’ of coffee 
or tea. On the following term many 
more joined us, and in 1833, when I left 
Andover, each student had his election to 
use tea and coffee.or not,as be pleased. 
Smada, in Congregationalist, 1874.

If the farmer is smart he will, by 
keeping accurate accounts With his crops 
and stock, ascertain which branches of 
his business pay best.- He will next 
work away. from the least - profitable 
branches of his business and concentrate 
his capitat and energy on the one or_ two 
branches that pay best; he will be a spe- 
cialist and will have taken a long stride 
towards success. The farmer who says it 
is too much work to keep accounts puta 
obstacles in his own pathway. 
gent labor is what counts. We could mul- 
tiply words to-show the necessity of busi- 
ness method on the farm. Every farmer 
that_reads this-_article should resolve the 
coming year to know the cost of and profit 
of every pound of pork, quart of milk, 
dozen of eggs, bushel of corn, eats, or 


“potatoes, and every other article he pro- 
duces. To some, so much. book-keeping’ 


might seem-a Jaborious task, still they 
would feel well repaid for their labor by 
their increase in knowledge. Farmers 
should also keep account of their transac- 
tions with their fellowmen. There are 
often mistakes made by clerks and others, 
and if a farmer-has no account of the 
transaction he must settle by the other ac- 
count, Again, it is a satisfaction to know 


| from whenee- one’s money comes and—also 


to know where it goes. Accounts enable 
us to detect leaks and to cut off- needless 
expenses. They are to the farmer what 
the rudder is to the ship; without-them 
he cannot steer in the line, of success, he 
will be beaten and tossed about and often- 
times wrecked. Farmers, respect your 
calling. It is the most honorable busi- 
hess a man can engage in and when prop- 
erly conducted on business principles one 


of the most profitable.—Odr er

HOW A CHROMO IS MADE. 


An Interesting Process with Which Very 
Few People Are Familiar. 

We see tens of thousands of chro- 
mos, which are given away by every 
et I ven- 

e assertion that very few know 
how they are produced. ‘To. properly 
‘produce a chromo the lithographer 


ust be en rapport with the artist, 
e vith te 


>-must-analyze— ; . 

e combinations of colors and 

the spirit of the work. Having deter- 
mined just how many. basic cotors en- 


_ ter into the picture, the artist com- 


mences his work by preparing a litho- 
a stone for each separate color. 
6 artist commences his work b 
making a delicate and elaborate in 
tracing of the picture; not only its 
reral outlines, but the minute and 
intricate touches and shades of color 
of which it is composed. The tracing 
per is chemically prepared, so that 
he lines upon it can be:readily_trans- 
ferred to stone. A press is employed 
to transfer the impressions on the 
paper to the stone, considerable pres- 
gyre being used., Thousands of im- 
Weaker can then be taken from the 


stone-by simply running an ink roller 


over it. 

The tracing thus transformed forms 
what is known as the keystone. Sup- 
pose there are twenty colors in the 


~ehromo. “This number of impressions 


is taken from the key stone and each 
carefully dusted with red chalk. A 
dim offset of the entire tracing is then 
pressed on each one of these stones. 

The drawing then.begins, and_often 
occupies many months. Each stone is 
to be printed_in a separate color, and 
therefore must contain not only all 
that is necessary of that color of the 
picture, to the minutest detail, but all 
of the compound colors, made by 
printing One or more over others. A 
variety of gradations of color from its 
full strength to the faintest tinting 
can be produced on the stone, just as 
in using an ordinary pencil or crayon 
on drawing paper. These various col- 
ors are, of course, workéd up in black 
by the artist, and it is the printer who 
applies the colors. The lines on each 
separaté stone are etched with the 
wash of nitric acid and gum arabic, 
and are ready for the presses. 

The printer must be as skififul as 


the artist in applying bis colors, and |” 


must fully realize the blending-and éf- 
fect of each color. As fast as each 
color is printed itis submitted to the 
artist, who has thus a progressive proof 
of the work. *s 

It has-been probably noticed that 
lines cross each other on the margin’ 
of the chromo. These are these regis- 
tering marks, and enable the peitiies £0 
place the sheet in the same relative po- 
sition every time a new stone is used 
and a new color applied. These lines 
are drawn in the original tracing and 
a ron each stone. - 

hen the first color is printed very 
small holes are punctured in each sheet 
at the intersection of these lines, ver 
fine holes are alsodrilled in corespond- 
ing positions on each of the subse- 
quent stones, and the holesin the pa- 

r are to correspond precisely with 
thé holes in thestone, and thus as each 
additional color is put on a perfect reg- 
ister is secured and: each color fa 
just where it belongs. : 

The next process is to make the 
chromo have a rough surface like an 
oil painting. A stone is now prepared 
which has a rough surface, similar to 
canvas. The chromo is then laid 
upon it and passed through a press 
with heavy pressure. When it comes 
forth it ig, an jexagt, imitation of the 
paintirg. Tt ' 
thus you have'the. chromo ready for

To Remove Spots from Books. 

Grease spots; if old, may be re 
moved from books by applying a solu- 
tion of varying strength of caustic 
potash upon the back of the leaf. The 
printing, which looks somewhat faded 
after the removal of the spot, may be 
freshened by the application of a mix- 
ture of one part of muriatic acid and 
twenty-five parts of water. In a case 
of fresh grease spots, carbonate of pot- 
ash (one part to thirty parts of water), 
chloroform, ether or benzine renders. 
good service. Wax disappears if, af- 
ter saturating with benzite or turpen- 
tine, it is covered with folded blotting, 
yaper and a hot flat iron put upon: it..: 
Paraffine is removed by boiling watér’ 
or hot spirits. Ink spots or rust yield 
to oxalic: acid, in combination with 
hot water; chloride of gold or silver 


spots. to a weak solution of corrosive. _|.. 


sublimate of cyanide of potassium. 
Sealing wax is dissolved by hot spirits 
and then rubbed off with ossia sepia.— 
Americain Book Maker. 


Improved Life Saving Apparatus. 

A valuable addition to the modern 
devices for the saving of life consists of
